CAMDEN, N J . (U PI)— Health 
authorities today confirmed the 
outbreak of “a mild form of en ­ 
cephalitis” 
in 
southern 
New 
Jersey. 


Two elderly women have died 
from the disease and 40 other 
persons have been taken sick 
since the outbreak began. 


Dr. Robert Breckenridge, di­ 
rector of laboratories at Our 
Lady of Lourdes Hospital, said 
the disease was ‘‘St. Louis en­ 
cephalitis,” the sam e form of 
the disease that recently struck 
Houston. Texas. 


‘‘We have a sm all-scale epid­ 
em ic on our hands,” Brecken­ 
ridge said. ‘‘This is the milder 
form of encephalitis and the per­ 
centages of deaths is normally 
low .” 


Breckenridge said there were 
still many mosquitoes in the ar­ 
ea to transmit the disease. He 
said so far the area involved

—A state Supreme Court jus­ 
tice awarded Dr. Jam es Slater 
Murphy absolute custody today 


of the four minor children Mrs. 
Nelson A. (Happy) Rockefeller 


relinquised at the time of their 
divorce.

Pennsbury Manor, William Penn’s country 
home on the Delaware River, near Morrisville, will 
have an Open House Day on Saturday in conjunc­ 
tion with American Landmarks Celebration Week 
sponsored nationally by the National Trust for His­ 
toric Preservation. 
The Pennsylvania Historic and Museum Com­ 
mission which administers Pennsbury Manor, along 
with more than 30 other historic properties, has 
invited the public for Open House Day. No charge 
will be made Saturday from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Dewey Lee Curtis, the curator of Pennsbury 
Manor, states, “American Landmarks Celebration, 
on a national scale, will do much to call our atten­ 
tion to a heritage that we the younger generation 
are so often inclined to take for granted. 
“Wnen we visit places like Pennsbury, we 
gain some insight into life of two centuries ago and 
come to appreciate history in a real way which 
doesn’t have to be as dry as some of our history 
books have unfortunately made it.’’ 
At Pennsbury Manor, Curtis has removed from 
storage and arranged a special exhibit of archeolog­ 
ical evidence discovered here at Pennsbury in the 
mid 1930’s — pieces of hardware, handmade bricks, 
tiles, dishes and glass that was so useful in the re­ 
creation of Pennsbury Manor by an eminent archi­ 
tect, the late R. Brogard Oakie, in 1938. Saturday 
is the first time this material, which is of special 
interest to historians and scholars, will be exhibit­ 
ed.
